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DETAILED ACTION 



This Office Action is in response to the election filed 4 August 2005. 

Election/Restrictions 

Claims 13-18 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected method of making a semiconductor device, 
there being no allowable generic or linking claim. Election was made without traverse 
in the reply filed on 4 August 2005. 

Applicant's election without traverse of claims 1-12 in the reply filed on 4 August 
2005 is acknowledged. 

Drawings 

Figures 1D-1J, 2A-2E, 5G and 7D should be designated by a legend such as - 
Prior Art- because only that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). 
Corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should 
be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1.84(c)) so as not 
to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures.

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: Figures 1B, 
1 C and 1 G-1 J are not disclosed in the specification. 
Appropriate correction is required. 
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The specification is objected to as failing to provide proper antecedent basis for 
the claimed subject matter. See 37 CFR 1.75(d)(1) and MPEP § 608.01 (o). Correction 
of the following is required: 

Claim 3 - charge storage 

Claim 4 - electrodes 

Claim 5 - proximity effects 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 

for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 

regards as the invention. It is unclear what the electrodes are and how they are based 

on proximity effect. Since it is unclear what the electrodes are as far as understood 

they are going to be the floating gate. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
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only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-12, as far as understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Applicant's Prior Art (Figures 1 and 1C). 

Applicant's Prior Art (Figures 1 and 1C) discloses a FLASH memory device that 
contains a plurality of FLASH cells each comprising a three dimensional layout structure 
where sidewall, top and bottom of a floating gate including insulating and conducting 
films such that electrical parameters of an element of the FLASH cell can be accurately 
modeled and controlled, the associated capacitive coupling factors are modeled 
accurately between a control gate, floating gate and the conducting films and the charge 
storage is quantized by multiple threshold levels and the electrodes (floating gate, 
control gate and conducting film) are based on proximity effects for dimensional and 
shape customizations. Fig. 1 discloses a SCL (Schottky CMOS Logic) circuit for low 
power logic peripherals and controls, a 4T SRAM and PLD (programmable logic device) 
for hardwired or software macros. In regards to the proximity effects since the FLASH 
cell of Figure 1 and 1C disclose the claimed invention in regards to the floating gate 
then it would be inherent that the proximity effects would provide a balanced control-to- 
floating gate to bitline-to-floating gate capacitance ratios for all cell operation modes, 
lead to lower voltage array operations, power, delay and stressing advantages, array 
compact sizes and yield and cost advantages.
